Whaut Franz Liszt has been to the old 
folke, Gustave Satter is toue. In him we find 
not ouly a musical genius of the very first rank, 
but, which is so very scarce now-a-days a poet 
and a thorough gentleman. His glory as a 
pianist and composer may be read in the ten 
thousand newspapers of c.viliz-*d Europe, and 
when a little over twenty, two of our own Geor- 
gia cities, LaGrange,aud if we are not mistak.n, 
Kome, had already founded ‘“‘Satter’’ societies. 
Our printer made a rather quainterror in yester- 
Gay's paper among the ‘‘rersonals’’ by trans- 
forming ‘‘satter’ intoa ‘‘Salter.’’ So we tender 
our apologies to both the pubic and the ilius- 
trious mau bimsell who belonging by birth and 
education to the summits of scciety, may give 
aud probably has given a good humored smile 
wo the transfiguration of his ‘nom de plume.” 

Our readers, who are conversant with French 
history, would be very much surprised if they 
kuew wlio the man is, vho went under the 
name olf Gustave Satter ever since he was born. 
Strong political reasons have prevented the 
Aier'cen press at large to giye more than ip. 
nuendoes since Satter appeared in New York ip 
1876. Weshal!l follow iu the same path and 
only repeat what the N>w York and Philadel- 
phia papers Aave said about Gustave Satter. 

He was on the most intimate terms with the 
emperor of the French, King Charles XV of 
Sweden anil Norway, the iate king of Baxony 
and mavy other rulers. 

His nomination as Swedieh embaesador to 
France was 10 a)! the papers when Charles XV. 
died 

Uader his real family name be fought herc- 
ically in the Iste French war, baving beena 
“general de division’+nd commanding 20 00 
meu. Three wounds are lasting proofsui his 
daring and bravery. 

When you ecrutinize Louis Napoleon's and 
especialiy Boeparte’s heads and jook at Guss 
-tave Satter s, the most strikirg reeemblance will 
tell you more than all the rest. 

lf we have wld you these things, we have 
done so to interest you ju a man, who besides 
80 many eminent qualities and achievements 
possesses the love of our southern country, of 
which there are inuumerable proofs in our 
handsinthe shape of homage done to the 
urast. When Satter came to Richmond General 
Lee called ou Lim immediately and the papers 
reported the conversation, which these two gen- 
themea beld about the state of affairs and the 
future of the south. Itis universaliy believed 
that Satter bas a most ‘olrcate aud secret mis- 
sion, politically speaking, in our country. but 
that he stands aloof from the Bonapartists 
althougha Bonaparte bimself. Who kuows’” 
-We on y copy from hearsay. AS a piani«t Satter 
unites the powers of Lis z, Thalberg aud Gotts 
chalk. 

He does not coufine himself to classical music 
—he appea's to the hearts and passions of the 
people. No pianist, Liszt excepted, bas ever 
roused audiences as Satter has; but satter’s su- 
periority over aii pianists lies in the god-like 
facility, so utterly devoid of maunerism with 
which he handles his instrument. When he 
appears on avy stege you instiocttively feel that 
there stands a man fit to command and never to 
obey. We canuot express our views » bout Sat- 
ter’s performances better than by clipping the 
following from the ‘‘Journal des Debats,”’ of 
Paris: * Satter vowers just as high above thé 
best music teaches as they surpass ihe Worst of 
pupils. He is a genius, 8 phenomenon—a hero 
in the history of art. He sprung from nothiny 
aud conquered the musical world. He bas had 
his Waterioo’s in the beginning—now he hes 
Austerlitz aud its sun.”’ 

A& a composes Gustave Satter has been raised 
to the skies by Hector Berlioz, himself the 
greatest musician that Frauce ever produced. 
Owiug to political circumstances Satter has ever 
refrained from producing his grand national) 
works. But bia concertos, some of his overtures 
and especially a host of most beautiful pieces 
for piano eolo have found their way all over the 


world Satter’s “Fif-dream’’ “Valse des 
Valses,” ‘‘Stella,’’ ‘‘Pilgrim Birds,”’ ‘ Sleeping 
Beauty,’’ * Saltareilo,’’ and many of bis won-~ 


deiful opera fantasias have touched and en- 
chauted millions of bearts, and are to be found 
in every lady’s boudoir, in every musician's 
study. What an immense favorite Satter is 
with the ledies may be judged by tbe undenia- 
ble fact, that an English Asmbussadress, Lady 
Edith Murray, saag for bim in une of his Copen- 
hagen concerts and by one of the mauy poems 
addressed to him in Ric! mond, Va, which we 
are happy to copy from the State, where@it ap- 
peared :

SUMMARY OF TUESDAY’S DEBATE 
The Wreesers to the Fire—Chitien- 
dew a.d@ His Ten Dollar Bill—Some 
sorry Arguments. 
Wasaineton, November 14.—The 
following is a brief summary of yester- 
day’s debate on the resumpiion repeal 
bili: Mr. Eden offered a substitute, 
simply repealing the third section of 
the resumption act aud providing there 
shall be no further irsue of national 
bank no'es except to replace +uch as 
are mutilated, worn or destroyed. 
A TEN DOLLAR BILI. 
Mr. Chittenden took the floor and 
sent to the clerk’s desk and had read 
the memorial of the national boaid of 
trade and the draught of a substitute 
for the pending bill prepared by that 
body. He then steppe. to the clerk's 
desk himself and addressed the house, 
holding up a $10 legal note. He said he 
was very much mistaken if the bil 
pefore the house was not downrighi 
repudiation, This note in his hand was 
the promise oi the government to’ pay 
nim $10, but no date was tixed for the 
payment. The note was issued in 1875, 
and on the 14th day of that year con- 
yrees had enacted a law declari: g this 
debt of the government should >¢ paid 
on the lst of January, 1879 The goy- 
ernment must keep its promise faith- 
fully or it would become the leader of 
all repudiation in the land, including 
even defaulting towns, cities and states 
The question of honor was a central and 
vital part in the discussion. He criti~ 
cised the opening speech made by Mr. 
Puilips, saying the contraction of the 
currency under resump:ion had no 
more to do with the present suilerings 
of the country than it had to do with 
the frozen feetof the ‘lurks in the 
Shipka pass. The limitation of paper 
currency should be leit to adjust 
itself under a tree banking system, 
guided by the eager intelli-~ 
gent, aggressive enterprise of the 
people. There was but one alterpative, 
an exclusive greenbeck currency, sub- 
ject alike at ali times to the caprice ot 
congress. The pending bill was hurtful, 
discreditable and withont excuse. Lhe 
country was now shaken by the wild 
blast ot agrand currency illusion,which 
had swept over the plains of the south 
and the prairies of the west,threatening 
to engulf national integrity. The 
greenback was the most powerful ene- 
uy the country had ever encouraged, 
slavery alone excepted. It was a fraud; 
it was@ sham. Jf familiarized the in. 
dividual and public conscience with 
shams. It had muddied al! the springs 
of honest thrift and solid enterprise; 
had confused and misled the public 
judgmen:; had sapped the courage of 
the federal treasury; had been of im-~- 
mense comfort to demagogues. 
TUM-TUM. 
- Mr, Monroe assumed the whole coun- 
try would be giad to see the greenback 
dollar equal to the coin dollar in value, 
and yet ali the legislation the country 
had which tended to bring about that 
equalization, was repealed by the bill 
uuuver consideratioz. He quoted from 
the St. Louis democratic platform, 
which denounced the republicaa party 
for not having taken any steps toward 
resumption, and yet the democratic 
party had brought ina bill which re- 
pealed the only step toward resump- 
tion. He also quoted from the repub- 
lican party,shuwing that party was 
also in favor of resumption. 
PIG IRON KELLEY PUTS IN. 

Mr. Kel'ey suggested all republicans 
did not sta 1 together on that plat 
form. He nimseif had gone, under 
official auspices, to laodiana, Ohio and 
Central Peonsylvauia, aud expressed 
toeveyr audience h: addressed his 
protes: against the financial doctrine of 
the republican party and the views 
expressed by Hayes and Wheeler in 
their letters of acceptance, and that 
was the year when Onio had been won 
and not lost. 

Mr. Mouroe, continuing, said it 
needed but little more patience and 


‘the victory of specie resumption would 


Ii the present bill passed 
a feeling of discouregement would pre 
vai) through the itand. It would be 
hard to finda more favorable time for 
the resumption of specie pay ment, and 
ifspecie payment were not reached 
under the present circumstances, the 
country might well despairof ever 
reaching it.

THE REPORT OF THE TREASURER 


and assistant treasurer for 1876 —7 was 
read, shewing receipts from ewstern 
conferences for 1876 to be $403 102 and

PERMANENT INCOME, 
Bishop Harris urged that receipts 
from the Missionary Ad eonninlenanians 
receipts from other sources outside 
of the church and _ contributions 
should be kept as a source ot perma~ 
nent income.

Certainly this 
propcesition must hold good, as the 
court is suprem2and superior to the 
attorney general, 

ep, oO recapitulate, the supreme 
coupt having failed to settle or deter- 
mine the constitutionality of the stat- 
utes upon which the claim of the road 
is based; the attorney general and 
his opinion being reti from the 
— so far as influencing or con- 
trolling the action of the governor, 

the governor, under the circum~ 
stances, having no power as arbiter or 
adjadicator of the law, then the gover- 
nor’ action must be controlled by and

Facts tp Regard to the Northeastern 
Mailroad and the Endorsement of 
Its Bonds. 

Athens Georgiay. 


In 1870 the legislature passed a bill 
chartering the Northeastern railroad, 
which bill contemplated granting the 
credit of the state by way of aid to sa'd 
road when it had complied with the 
provisions of the law allowing state 
aid. No limit of time was fixed in the 
bill,in whieh the road should comply 
with the requisitions of the law. How- 
ever, up to the time ofthe repealing 
act, the company had expended some 
one hundred and eighty odd thousand 
dollare on the road, establishing, be- 
yond doubt, a vested rigitt. In 1874, 
the legislature passed a biil repealing 
state aid to all roads chartered with 
such provisions, except where the 
right had vested. Pending the passage 
of this bill, @ movement was made in 
the legislature to specially except the 
Northeastern railroad from the provis- 
ions of the repealing act. Senator 
Mathews, the framer and introducer of 
the repealing act, had so promised, but 
neglecved to so provide in his bill. 
He then authorized such an amend- 
ment to be made in the house 
by tbe chairman of the judiciary 
committee, Mr. Pierce, of Hancock. 
Mr. Pierce failed to do so, giving as his 
reasons, that unquestionably the 
right he vested in the Northeast 
ern ruilroad ; therefore, the exemption 
was unnecessary, as the road was not 
effected by the provisions of che re- 
pealing act. The friends of the road, 
unwilling to risk its claims thus, fol- 
lowed the bill immediately with a res- 
olution excepting the Northéastern 
railroad from the provisions of said 
repealing act. 

This resolution, which was passed 
unapimously by both houses of the 
geners! assembly, was declaratory of 
the intent and meaning of its own act, 
and beyond doubt, contemplated the 
endorsement of the state upon the 
bouds of the road. The road, relying 
upon the plighted faith and promise of 
the state, guuranteed by the resolu- 
tion, preceeded to comply fully with 
the contract, expending additicnal 
large sums of money, and having 


so «done, applied to Gov. Swith 
for the endorsement. His delayed 
action in the mater, (as seep 


per printed correspondence below, )em- 
barrassed the whole matter, trausfer- 
ring it to Governor Co!quitt as part of 
the unfinished business of the preced- 
ing adminis'ration. Governor Colyuit 
fee ling reotraived in the matter,appiied 
to the legislature last winter for an ex- 
pression guiding his action as relating 
to the endorsement. Owing to the le- 


mittee being greatly prostrated, the 
bili introduced was deayed too late for 
action by the general assembly. The 
judiciary committee, evidently recog- 
vizing a right and justice in the claim 
of the road, refused to recommend 
against the passage of the bill, which 
was a quasi endorsement thereof. 
Even ieauing membera o! the commit. 
‘ee offeriog to advocate the passaze of 
ihe bill in the bouse. An effort was 
then made to introduce a resolution, 
which unquestionably would have 
passed, bat the directors of the roed 
would cot consent fearing the effects 
of 4 resolutivn as a substitute for the bill 
which had been introduced and 
withdrawn for want of time for its pas- 
sage. The question thus being left, 
Governor Colqnitt requested the case 
to be brought vefore the su preme court 
tor adjudication uncer tne Il sec- 
tion cf the repeeling act of 1874 
Such was done, and the supreme cour: 
failing to determine the law in the case, 
or rather the constitutionality of the 
statutes, referred back to (governor Co)- 
quitt for final action. ! 

Now, wesvubmit,that by reason of 
th.saction of tne supreme court, and in 
view of the comstitutional provision 
which says, “that the executive, legis- 
lative and jadicial departments of the 
government shali be kept separate and 
distinet,’”’ that the reference to the gov- 
ernor was simply for executive action, 
and that he has no power as arbiter or 


acjud cator of the law, which 
pint not being jlased by 
vovernor Smith whea he ap. 


proved the bilis and the resclation* 
devolved tte duty of deciding the ar - 
constitutionality cf the statuies solely 
upon the couris. 

Then, this proposition being granted, 
and tbat the governur cannot essume to

But the caucus was called especially 
to consider the president’s course in 
appointing democrats to office, and to 
determine what policy republican sen- 
ators should pursue when that class of 
bominations came up for confirmation 
in the executive eession of the senate. 
The immediate case before the caucus 
was the nomination of United States 
Marshal Fitzsimmons, of Georgia. It 
was agreed on some two weeks ago on 
the recommendation of the Georgia 
delegation in congress, and the selec- 
tion made from a list of a couple of 
dozen candidates,who were al! referred 
by the president to the delegation. As 
the delegations in both houses are 
solidly democratic, a democratic nomi- 
nation was very naturally determin- 
ed. Probably no other appointment 
has copsumed more of his time and 
caused tie president more annoyance. 
It was heid in the caucus that there was 
no reasou given why Smith, the repub- 
ia. marshal, should vot have been re- 
commissioned, and one senator said 
that he was only removed because he 
had faithfully discharged his duiy,and 
was, therefore, obnoxious to the 
democrats in the nurthern part of that 
state. ‘lhe effect of pursuing this 
course in making appointments in the 
south was dwelt upon at some length. 
If repablicans were to be thus ignored 
it wouid be impossible, it was declared, 
to have even the semblance of an or 
ganization of that party anywhere in 
the south. In fact, one of the three 
reoubiican senators from that section 
said that the class of appointments 
which the president had, in most of the 
southern states, caused an abandon- 
ment of any party organization what- 
ever. ‘itiey might have held together, 
he said, even in the face of the south. 
ern policy, but when they were ignored 
everywhere, except pussibly in Louis- 
iana, there was no longer any use of 
keeping up a semblance of a party. 
The debate ran along in this direction 
nutil a majority of those present had 
indicated tuat they were utterly op- 
posed to the appointment to office of 
any democrat by the president or by 
auy wember of his administration, and 
in the appointinents which had been 
made it seemed to be the general opin- 
ion also that the president ought to give 
the reasous why republicans who were 
honest, faithful and competent had 
beea deposed.

The president was 
not only responsible to the country 
but to his party forthe class of nomi- 
nations which he sent to the senate, 
and he did not believe that he had any 
desire to appoint democrats to office in 
the south, provided he could not find 
capable republicans. Mr. Hoar’s views 
were indorsed by others, and it soon 
became evident that with the deme- 
cratic vote there were enough republi- 
cans to confirm all of the president’s 
nominations. It was therefore deemed 
useless to take an action requesting 
the president to send in his reasons for 
removals in certain cases or to decide 
to make an open stand, though the 
discussion sbowed that more than a 
majority of the senators were opposed 
to him. The resolution given in their 
despatches last night was then finally 
passed declaring it to be the opinion of 
the repubiican senators that the presi: 
dent ought not to appoint demoerate to 
ottice where good, nonest and capable 
republicans could be found. Mr. S.an- 
ley Matthews will probably inform the 
president of the result.
